The Forest Service publication 
is now known as “FS-INFO" and the Bureau of Land Management publication is now known as 
“The Bureau of Land Management Monthly Alert". This will hopefully avoid confusion and 
ensure that Bureau of Land Management personnel send their requests to the Bureau of 
Land Management Monthly Alert cffice, and not the FS-INFO offices. Sending requests to 
FS-INFO offices only delays processing since they must be forwarded to us. 
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
